A nev/ American Infant Industry, 
regarding v/hich there is little popu- 
lar information, but which has been 
making great strides in development, 
Is that of ostrich farming. 
OfUcial 
reports coming to Washington show 
that the unfortunate experience of 
pioneer 
breeders who 
had to 
pay 
heavily for their lack of knowledge 
has been avoided by those who have 
taken up the breeding in more re- 
cent years. 
On tho iirst American 
ostrich 
farm, 
started 
twenty-three 
years ago, results were not encour- 
aging, and it has been found that 
more than naif the number of os- 
triches in this country at i)resent are 
the progeny of a single pair obtained 
to start a farm in Arizona in 1S91. 
That territory has ever since been 
considered the best section of Amer- 
ica 
for 
ostrich 
I'arming, 
although 
some experiments have been made in 
California, Arkansas 
and 
Florida. 
In the Salt River valley of Arizona 
climatic conditions are favorable to 
the health of the birds, and this in 
turn improves the quality and yield 
o£ feathers, which is the principal in- 
centive for the development of the in- 
dustry. 
Nature has looked out for 
an all-the-year-round 
production of 
alfalfa, 
so that 
one of 
the prime 
requisites in breeding, that of afford- 
ing green food continuously, is thus 
readily met. 


It is doubtful whether there is any 
bird or animal that can be bred in 
the United States which will com- 
mand a more "fancy*' price than the 
ostrich. 
Heretofore it has been con- 
sidered valuable only for the feathers 


Fltioklnic (he Vînmes and Feathers, 


It is a strange circumstance that 
with the powerful means of locomo- 
tion as well as'ability to defend it- 
self from attack, the ostrich is more 
easily scared than probably any other 
bird or animal possessing elementary 
powers of self-protection, 
A dog or 
other small animal, insignificant in 
comparison to the great bulk of the 
ostrich, may frighten it to so as to 
cause it to rush headlong into a fence 
or some other obstruction which Avill 
maim it so badly as to require its 
destruction. 
This excessive timidity 
causes the breeJers to adopt stragetic 
measures when tho time comes for 
plucking the valuable feathers for 
market. 
The birds are so timid that 
they quail at being driven, even from 
one field to anothe: 
unless some one 
goes ahead of them. 
The plan usual- 
ly adopted, therefore, is to have a 
man go ahead on foot, calling them 
as a farmer's wife does her chickens, 
and 
toling them on 
with a little 
grain. 
Another 
man 
follows 
on 
horseback, and between the confus- 
ion of being followed and led there is 
little trouble in making the birds go 
in whichever direction is desired. 


When the plucking time comes the 
ostriches are driven in from the pas- 
ture and placed in a small pen sur- 
rounded by a tight board fence six 
feet high.

It is a strange circumstance that 
with the powerful means of locomo­ 
tion as w’ell a s ’ability to defend it­ 
self from attack, the ostrich is more 
easily scared than probably any other 
bird or animal possessing elementary 
powers of self-protection. 
A dog or 
other small animal, insignificant in 
comparison to the great bulk of the 
ostrich, may frighten it to so as to 
cause it to rush headlong into a fence 
or some other obstruction wiiich will 
maim it so badly as to require its 
destruction. 
This excessive timidity 
causes the breeders to adopt stragetic 
measures when the time comes for 
plucking the valuable feathers for 
market. 
The birds are so timid that 
they quail at being driven, even from 
one field to anothe: unless some one 
goes ahead of them. 
The plan usual­ 
ly adopted, therefore, i3 to have a 
man go ahead on foot, calling them 
as a farm er’s wife does her chickens, 
and

with a little 
grain.

horseback, and between the confus­ 
ion of being followed and led there is 
little trouble in making the birds go 
in whichever direction is desired. 


When the plucking time comes the 
ostriches are driven in from the pas­ 
ture and placed in a small pen sur­ 
rounded by a tight board fence six 
feet high. 
At one place is the “ pluck­ 
ing box,“ set in the side of the fence, 
and with the palings only four feet 
high. 
The foolish ostrich gets into 
its head the entirely erroneous no­ 
tion that the low fence offers an op­ 
portunity of escape, and deliberately 
enters the trap. 
It is immediately

from behind, 
and a 
hood 
placed over its head before it knows 
what has happened. 
The hood may 
be nothing more than an old black 
stocking, but it serves the purpose 
just as well as if the ostrich has de­ 
liberately poked its head into the 
sand.

There are some vitally different 
characteristics between the ostrich 
and the mule. 
There is no danger 
to a human being in standing behind 
an ostrich, but it is a very dangerous 
experiment to stand in front of one. 
After they are a year old no one 
should go among them without 
a 
good stick or a leafy tree limb in 
hand to frighten them away, for most' 
of the time they will quickly give ev­ 
idence of wanting to attack anyone 
coming into their pasture. 
Those 
going among them are liable to se­ 
vere injury by kicking or trampling 
unless provided with some perfectly 
apparent means of defending them­ 
selves. 
The ostrich 
can kick 
or 
strike with unexpected strength, but 
as it always strikes out in front this 
danger is 
averted 
as soon as the 
plueker has cornered a bird in the 
plucking box, and his assistant has 
hooded it. 


The value of the feathers depends 
upon the price obtained in the Lon­ 
don market for the foreign product. 
The value is always so great, how­ 
ever, that extreme care is observed 
in plucking the feathers. 
It is cus­ 
tomary to cut the t«Jl feathers and 
one row oi the largest quill feathers 
in the wing with pruning shears, and 
draw by hand the remaining two or 
three rows in the wing. 
The ostrich 
is plucked first when six months old, 
and every eight months thereafter. 
Feathers of equal length are tied in 
a bunch as soon as plucked and sent 
to a grading table with enough com­ 
partments in it to hold all the many 
grades and lengths obtained from the 
various birds. 
Those of the female 
ostrich are more valuable than can 
be obtained from the male, and are 
carefully separated and assorted as 
nearly as possible, as they are in the 
London market, where eight grades 
with 
numerous 
sub-divisions 
are 
recognized. 


W hat We Pay For Pkuncs. 


Imported* ostrich feathers cost this 
country $2,2 02,515 a year or two 
ago, and current statistics are ex­ 
pected to show the customary in­ 
crease. 
Last fall the most valuable 
kinds, known as white primes and 
blood feathers, sold in London for 
$140 a pound, which would make a 
price of about $170 a pound in this 
country 
Experts declare the feath­ 
ers i)roduced in America fully equal 
to those corung from Africa, and, 
moreover, the'* are broader a .d finer 
looking, 
I- seems tho only conten­ 
tion which foreign buyers allege i, 
that the American kind are not so 
strong and tough as the wild feath­ 
ers. 
Nevertheless there seems to be 
no reason why ostrich farming may 
not be developed sufficiently in Cali­ 
fornia and Arizona alone to supply 
all the feathers consumed in Ameri­ 
ca, to tho entire satisfaction of al­ 
most all the persons vho buy them 
here. 
The experiments conducted in 
the great Southwest have induced 
this belief, and go far in support of 
the idea that ostrich farming will 
hereafter be 
cognized as a distinc­ 
tive and well-established American 
industry.—

I have furnished power TO fill silos 


for seme six jears. and for tne la-t 
tTro years have cut corn fodder for 
some after it had L-cm Uus~:cd. TIi2 
field corn is cut and stocked in the 
usual way. and tb.e corn huske-d after 
the fodder is dry. 
I put on my ele- 


vator and elevate it on to a hay mow. 
Some just put it on the barn floor, 
piling it as high a.s conveni3nt, and 
all report it as keeping in first-class 
shape, and that the cattle eat it up 
clean: no -R-aste as when whole stalks 
are fed. Th° work is clone when it is 
cool, and if the fodder is a little 
damp the cattle seem to like it fully 
as well. 


Ensilage has kept well, and all re- 


port it as good as they ever had. 
Some new silos being considered. 
The price of hay and rather short 
crops of the past Tew years are en- 
forcing the idea of silage better than 
all the talk of years. When a man 
has to buy hay or sell his stock it 
helps him "think"' if it does hurt his 
pocketbook.

WHAT IT COSTS TO BOARD'A HEN 


Prom experiments made 
at the 
Utah Agricultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion it is found that the average hen 
consumes about eighty-two pounds of 
grain and meal in a year, and re­ 
quires six pounds of oyster shell or 
its equivalent for the egg shells. 
The 
grain food costs about a 
cent 
a 
pound, and with the meat or protein 
food the total cost of food she re­ 
quires is about $1 a year. 
From this 
she ought to produce 150 eggs, val­ 
ued at, say, $2. 
The hen pays 100 
per cent, on her keep, or ought to. 


MORE GOOD BREEDING MARES. 


In a review of the demands among 
horse buyers and dealers, who are 
constantly feeling the pulse of the 
m arkets, the Drovers’ Journal says 
that farmers should have more good 
mares, good draft m ares and grade 
coach mares are scarce, but there are 
some to be had, as every day we see 
good mares sold in the m arkets that 
should be kept for breeding. 
The 
buyers pay more for them than the 
farmers. 
True, some may be shy 
breeders, but good mares can now be 
generally put to breeding by proper 
handling, and they are worth double 
for breeding w hat the m arkets pay. 


SET SOME LATE CABBAGE. 


Cabbages are not appreciated in 
some sections as they deserve. 
They 
produce more bulky, juicy food for 
the labor than anything except corn 
fodder, and they can be fed late in 
the season after green fodder has 
gone. 
The cabbage crop is a bow 
with two stri~' ; the m arket string 
and the fodder string. 
Farm ers who 
grow them every year will sometimes 
be able to use the m arket string to 
good advantage and seil at least a 
part of the crop at a good price in 
the nearest city. 
Other years it pays 
best to feed them all out for fodder, 
and if properly fed, nothing is cheap­ 
er or better as a supplement to ha? 
and corn fodder.— American Culti­ 
vator. 


SIMPLE BAG HOLDER. 


Take a firkin. 
Take out the bot­ 
tom, drive three wire nails from the 
inside, three inches from the bottom, 


to hang the bag on. 
Make a hole 
three inches from top large enough 
to hang on nail, then drive nail in 
post on side of barn, hang up the fir­ 
kin, fasten bag to it, and you are 
ready to shovel in the grain. 


DRY ENSILAGE. 


I have furnished power to fill silos 
for some six years, and for the last 
two years have cut corn fodder for 
some after it had btvn husked. 
The 
field corn is cut and stooked in the 
usual way, and the corn husked after 
the fodder is dry. 
I put on my ele­ 
vator and elevate it on to a hay mow. 
Some just put it on the barn floor, 
piling it as high a,s convenient, and 
all report it as keeping in first-class 
shape, and th at the cattle eat it up 
clean; no waste as when whole stalks 
are fed. 
The work is done when it is 
cool, and if the fodder is a little 
damp the cattle seem to like it fully 
as well. 


Ensilage has kept well, and all re­ 
port it as good as they ever had. 
Some new silos 
being 
considered. 
The price of hay and rather short 
crops of the past few years are en­ 
forcing the idea of silage better than 
all the talk of years. 
When a man 
has to buy hay or sell his stock it 
helps him "th in k ” if it does h u rt his 
pocketbook. — F rank Deery, in the 
American Cultivator. 


WASTING STOCK FEED. 


On many farms corn is grown, the 
grain harvested and 
farm 
animals 
turned in which simply destroy three- 
fourths of the entire crop, 
No im­ 
provement, no rotation, no care, no 
management, but a waste of valuable 
food, the only excuse for this waste­ 
ful system being that a profit can be 
derived with but little cost. 
W hen­ 
ever a better system is practiced then 
begins enjoyment of profit and in­ 
crease in every direction, all reaping 
a portion from the landed proprietor 
to the humblest individual in the 
community. 


This wasteful practice is not con­ 
fined to any particular section, but to 
all portions of the country where 
corn is grown. 
The root of the evil 
is the defeire of those who grow corn 
to avoid labor and this saving of la­ 
bor by allowing corn fodder to waste 
has brought more farm s under m ort­ 
gages than anything else, while those 
who practice such methods only de­ 
prive themselves of greater gains 
and better results that could be ob­ 
tained by the required labor and its 
careful application. 


Corn fodder is one of the valuable 
products of the farm, having a prac­ 
tical feeding value of two-thirds to 
three-quarters that of good hay^and 
sometimes more, and the fodder, corn 
and straw wasted is sufficient to near­ 
ly double the stock now kept on 
many fp.rxns.— The Epitomist.

WORSHIPED AT ISE 


Went to Report Victory to the Founder oi Ifis 
fIotise»Indorsenieut of Shlntolsm««Venera- 
tion of Ancestors the Strong^est Na» 
tional Force in the 
Empire«*

tt)NDON.—Europeans, 
and 
doubtless* Americans, also, 
Juive recently been puzzled 
by the peculiar importance 
which, judging from Tokio 
dispatches, 
has been 
at- 
tached by the Japanese people to the 
visits by Admiral Topro and afterward 
by the Emperor of Japan to a certain 
temple at Ise. 
'^What is the Temple 
of Ise?" people have been asking. 
The 
brief Tokio cablegrams liave given no 
hint as to the solution of the puzzle, 
and it has remained for the Tokio 
correspondent of the New York Times 
to enlighten the West, 


It seems that the visits of Togo and 
the Mikado to Ise must be regarded 
as an official indorsement of the an- 
cient religion of Japan, a sign that, in 
spite of all modern innovaiions and 
developments, the governing classes of 
the empire remain faithful to the an- 
cient Shino belief. The Emperor Avent 
to the Temple of Ise in order to report 
to the "First Imperial Ancestor/' the 
founder of the dynasty, the successful 
termination of the war with Russia. 


The 
strongest 
national 
force 
in 
Japan, is the -vvay the coi'rospondent 
describes ancestor \Vorship. 
He 
re- 
marks that it has been little talked 
of recently and has been overighadowed 
by the recent discussion of 
and its effects. But, he says, ^'Bushi- 
do," wonderful as its teachin2:s and in- 
fluences are, was at best bnt a class 
religion or ethical code. Ancf^stor wor- 
ship is universal and has aUvays be- 
longed as much to the peasnit as to 
the aristocrat. It may be said without 
any exaggeration that every Japanese 
man, 
every 
Japanese 
wouan. 
and 
every Japanese child is an ancestor 
worshiper» 
This applies to the Chris- 
tian convert equally with rthe Bud- 
dhist devotee. 
Ancestor wn'ship, or 
more properly the veneration of an- 
cestors, is something independent of 
religion; it does not interfere with it 
and cannot be affected by it. 
It is 
worth noting that in CJiina the great- 
est strides were made by the Jesuit 
Fathers in gaining converts and powei- 
after they liad declared that ancestoi 
worship was iiot a religion, antl. there- 
fore, need not be abandoned by the 
convert to Chrlstlauity. 


^•Ancestor worship does not slop at 
the veneration of the family aiicestors. 
That is but the first step, a yd Ihere 
follows the veneration of 
the 
clan 
deities, and, the iiighest of all, the 
veneration of the imperial ancestors. 
In this way there is a perfect form of 
religion for tbe development of the 
patriotism and loyalty of a people as 
well as of the morals of the home. 
Shintoists and Buddhists alike are all 
ancestor worshipers; the rites 
may 
differ slightly, but the ideas are the 
.same, and in every Japanese house 
there are shrines or places devoted to 
ancestor w-orship. 
Ancestor worship 
suñ'ered no bad effect from tiic feudal 
system. 
An ethical code might be im-i 
possible of comprehension by the ig- 
norant classes undej- such a system, 
but every family ])ossessed an<'e.stor,s 
and could vej nrate them. 


'*The Emperor, as the descendant of 
the imperial ancestors, embodying in 
himself, ail their virtues and all their 
rights and duties, is the central figure 
of the whole system of ancestor wor- 
ship. 
Not only does he occupy that 
position, but tlie enormous eifect of 
ancestor worship upon the loyalty of 
tJie people to him as its j)i3i'sonillc:Mion 
cannot bo overestimated. 
With the 
Japanese each day contains son:e min- 
utes set apart for active veneration of 
the imperial ancestors. 
Tiiis daily act 
of loyalty has been continuously prac- 
ticed for hundreds of years, 
it is to 
this great force that the Emperor is 
appealing in his visit to the Temple 
of the First Imperial Ancestor at Ise. 


"In coimection -with the worship of 
the First Imperial Ancestor there are 
three places set apart. These are *The 
Temple of Uaijingu at Ihc, tlie Kashi- 
kodokoro in the Sanctuary of the Im- 
perial Palace, and the kamidana, which 
Is to be found in every houae.' 
In the 
first two places the Imperial Ancestor 
is represented by a 
Divine 
Mirror. 
The mirror was given to the First Im- 
perial Ancestor, so'tradition says, 'ac- 
companied by the injunction that her 
descendants should look upon that n^ir- 
ror as representing her soul and should 
worship it as herself.' 
Originally the. 
Divine Mirror was worshiped at tbe 
Imperial Palace, but was later re- 
moved to the temple at Ise, its place 
being taken by a duplicate. 


••Although all the people worship the 
First Imperial Ancestor at home, they 
look upon it as a necessity to visit the 
temple at Iso at least unce during a 
lifetime. It is to the Japanese people 
very much what Mecca is to the Mo- 
bamuieclans. 
From the teuople kt I^e 


raidates out the system of ancestor 
worship wiiich finds a place in every 
homo in the land. 
The two sacred 
places in every Japanese house, says 
Prof. Nobiishige Hozumi, are the Ka- 
midana or 'god-shelf and the Butsu- 
dan or *l<uddhist altar,' 
The 
first- 
named is a iShinto altar, whicli is a 
plain wooden shelf. 
In the centre of 
this sacred shelf is placed a Talma or 
0-nusa (great offerings), Avhich is a 
part of the offerings made to the Dai- 
jingu of Ise, or the temple dedicated 
to Amater-asu Omi-Kami, the First Im- 
perial Ancestor. 


The Taima is distributed from tho 
Temple of Ise to every house in the 
empire at the end of each year and 
worsbipcd by every 
loyal Japanese 
as the representation of the First Im- 
perial Ancestor, 
On tliis altar the of- 
fering of rice, sake and branches of 
sakaki 
tree 
(chyera 
Japanica) 
are 
usually placed, and eveiT morning the 
members of the household make rev- 
erential ohoisance before it by clapping 
hands and bowing; while in the even- 
ing lights are placed on the shelf. On 
this shelf is placed in addition the 
charm of Ujigama, or tho local tutelary 
god of the family, and, in many houses, 
the charms of the otJjer Shinto deities, 
also. 


"In tile Shinto household there is a 
second shelf-god or Kamidana, wJiich 
is dedicated erclufiively to the worship 
of Uio ancestors of the house. On this 
second shelf tire placed cenotaphs bear- 
ing the names of the ancestors, their 
ages and tiio dates of their death. 
These memorial tablets are called *Mi- 
tama-shieo,' meaning 
'representatives 
of souls.' and they are usually placed 
in small boxes shaped 
like 
Shinto 
shrines. 
Offerings of rice, sake, fish, 
sakaki tree and lamps are made on 
this second shelf as on the 
first. 
In 
tho Buddhist household there is. in ad- 
dition to the Kamidana, a Butsudan, 
on which are placed cenotaphs bearing 
on 
the front postlnimous 
Buddhist 
names, and on tlie back the names used 
by the ancestors dni'iw.c? ihoir iifotimi» 
Ott'eriniis of flowers, branches of shl- 
kimi tree (Illicium religiosum), 
tea, 
rice and other vegetable 
foods 
are 
usually placed before the cenotaph!^, 
while iucense is continually 
burned, 
and in the evening small lamps are 
lighted. The Butsudaji takes the place 
of the second god-shelf of the Shinto 
household, both being dedicated to the 
worship of family ancestors. 


"Evei'y household m Japan has defi- 
nitely stated occasions for the woridiip 
of ancestors. 
There are the sacrifice 
days, which arc the days in each, month ' 
corresponding to the day of the ances- 
tor's deatli; tho sacrifice months, which 
are the days of the month correspond- 
ing to the day and month of an ances- 
tor's death; and the sacrifice years, 
whicli are the certain years in which 
on a day of the month corresponding 
to tho death of an ancestor celebra- 
tions may be held. Participation in the 
ceremonies is generally limited to the* 
members of the family and near rela- 
tives, hut occasionally larger festivals 
arc iield, at which Shintoists and Bud- 
dhist priests otliciate either in a private 
house or in a Buddhist temple/'

A SIMPLE DISINFECTANT.

Now spin the coin, and if, as it be- 
gins to settle down, the notche^l iac^ 
is downward, it will fall rather sud- 
denly. instead of gradually, as it wil! 

There 
will be, therefore, a 'ditrerenc^ in the 
sound made by the coin as it spin« 
and falls, and a little practice will en- 
ahie yon to tell which side is down- 
ward by that sound. 


The siu'ces.v? of all tricks, you know, 
depends on- tlieir secrecy, and it must 
not be known, lltert^fore, that you have 
notched the cfiin.

learned to recognize the difference in

Dr. George R. Nunnelly ha« been 
investigating

bituminous 
coal 
fields 
of Northern Missouri with the 
view of placing in operation a method 
which he confidently claims will revo- 
lutionize the coal trade of the entire 
world. 
Discussing 
his plans, 
Dr. 
Nunnelly said: 


"The first problem Is to liquify coal 
and retain all its combustible quali- 
ties. 
I have solved that. 
The reduc- 
tion measure I propose to use will be 
to spray the face of the veins as they 
lie in their natural beds. 
The coal 
will melt into large metallic troughs 
and be pumped to the surface, where 
It will be stored in tanks. 
The ma- 
terial will not regain its soluble state 
unless exposed to light and air, when 
it rapidly hardens." 


Dr. Nunnelly's plan is to pipe his 
product and distribute it in citiies the 
same as gas is now distributed.

The 
inoculation 
of 
plants 
with 
nutritive and curative substances is 
a new field of great promise. 
The 
need of a tonic was suggested by tho 
exhausted appearance of certain frilit 
trees, and sulphate of iron was in- 
jected into the sap, with especially 
favorable results in chlorosis of the 
vine. 
Colored injections have been 
used by Monryetskl, a Russian, to 
show something ot the penetration 
of the liquid into the cell. 
The cir- 
culation proved to be confined to the 
young layers, never entering the old 
wood, but the liquid rose to the top 
of the tree, and passed three or four 
feet into the root. 
The best method 
of injection seemed to be through a 
hole in the neck of the root. 
In dis- 
ease of stone fruits weak solutions 
of oxalic acid, creosote, citric acid 
and salicylic acid have been tried, 
and the last named had particularly 
good effect. 
It is expected that suit- 
able drugs will have influence in 
producing variations and new plants 
as well as in supplying food and 
medicine.
